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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments and claims as they have been 
amended do not overcome the cited art. The claim amendments attmept to remove soidum bicarbonate from the formlation yet the 
specification lists the salt as a possible component. Further, applicant argues that the inclusion of sodium bicarbonate would be 
detrimental to the health of a patient recieving the treatment due to possible concurrent or preexisting conditions, such as heart disease, 
etc.. Yet the claims merely recite that the pati _ nt is unable to take to swallow, and does not dislose that the patient has a concurrent 
condition where sodium salts cannot be administered. Phillips delivers a nearly identical composition to a patient in an identical fashion as 
the instant claims. For these reasons the instant current amendment cannot be entered and the claims are not in condition for allowance.. 
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
